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TAKING THE LEAD 


Despite the failure of the last 
Congress to pass important ap- 
propriation measures, the fed: 
eral government is getting un- 
der way a vast amount of build- 
ing and construction work. 

The Department of Labor calls 
attention te the fact that by the 
end of the fiscal year 1921 there 
will be available for federal aid 
for state road building more than 
$266,000,000. Congress passed 
the appropriation for $9,000,000 
for new hospitals ana improve- 
ments to old ones needed by the 
public health service, and this 
building activity is being rushed 
and will be under way by the 
end of the year. Some of these 
projects will be under construe- 
tion by midsummer. More than 
$30,000,000 are involved in the 
maintenance and _ construction 
work. set out in the rivers and 
harbors appropriation bill passed 
by the last congress. 

The harbors and rivers’ im- 
provement work takes in almost 
every section of the country, 
much of jt being planned for the 
southeast, the Atlantic coast and 
the Pacific States. More than a 
million dollars will be spent along 
the Mississippi river; approxi- 
mately $3,5000,000 on the Ohio 
river, and about $500,000 along 
the Midsouri river. This work, | 
it is understood, will go ahead re- 
gardlesg of current material and 
labor costs, and should prove an| 
important factor in making busi-| 
ness good in the hundreds of toy 
calities where such work is under- | 
taken by the government. 

The building program for the 
public health service to meet the 
requirements of the returning sol- 
diers and sailors under the war 
risk service, calls for building and 


remodeling of hospitals all over 
the nation from San Franciseo to 
Maine, and from the Gulf of 
Mexico to the Canadian borders. 
For the most of these projects 
are now actually under way and 
in some instances construction 
work ig actually going on.

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THE RUSSIAN PROBLEM 


As a country Russia stands out- 
side the pale. No other nation 
that is sound in mind and body 


recognizes the alleged govern- 


ment of that land and no other 
country will have anything to 
do with it. For some reason or 
other Russia now stands before 
the peoples of the earth as 
& swindler,” as a rioter, as one 
who will not pay debts. Mer- 
chants of America and Great 
Britain will not sell goods to 
Russia, fearing they will not get 
their money. 

It almost seems to be a hope- 
less case; this land is now ruled 
by Bolshevists and has caused 
much worry and agitation. There 
seems to be no desire among the 
people to better themselves. So 
why not let Russia alone? Let 
those bearded vodka _ drinkers 
work out their own salvation, if 
rsuch a thing be possible. As a 
military power Russia can do 
little harm to any other country, 
and, using a common phrase, the 
Russians are their own worst en- 
emies. 

The Allies have troops in Rus- 
sia, including a foree of Ameri- 
eans. General Richardson, who 
made a good record in Alaska, 
has been appointed to take com- 
mand of the Americans in the 
Czar’s former .enpire; and with 
this announcement comes _ the 
statement that as soon as the 
warm days of spring .arrive he 
will withdraw our troops from 
Russia. 

Good news this. In Russia we 
have no great interest and never 
did have, and perhaps never will 
have any. If the bear needs pac- 
ifying, let the Bolshevists do it 
themselves, if they can. And if 
they cannot, it need not concern 
us or our allies.
